Soldiers of Edmonton read Wednes- 
day morning's news which told of the 
rejection of their re-establishment pro- 
posals, with great disappointment and 
greater determination to carry on the 
fight until they have been given a sat- 
isfactory hearing and a satisfactory 
means of re-establishment. That the 
fight for their rights was only just 
beginning was the concensus of opin- 
ion and the expression ofthe majority 
of returned soldiers here. 

Second Vice-President of the Prov- 
incial Command of the G.W.V.A., W. 
A. Irwin, declared everything that had 
been recommended by the convention 
of the Great War Veterans’ Assocla- 
tion held a few months ago in Vancou- 
ver, had been ignored entirely. 

“We asked for the resignation of 
Sir James Lougheed, we asked for 
many things and what have we got? 
I'll say this, the fight {s on—take your 
corners gentlemen,” declared Mr, Ir- 
win Wednesday morning. 

He further salad it would be the 
people of Canada who would finally 
decide the merits of the soldiers’ case 
and he felt sure that any decision they 
might arrive at would be fair to the 
returned men and fair to all. 

“The fight is only beginning,” de- 
clared Dr. H. L. Collins, president of 
the Edmonton G.W.V.A., local. “I have 
been assured,” he went on “‘that the 
Great War Veterans intend to intro- 
duce an amendment on the floor of the 
house and thereby have every member 
committed by his vote. The news that 
we received through The Bulletin this 
morning which told of the rejection of 
our case, was only what we expected 
as a result of continual hints in pre- 
vious newpaper reports. They were 
just leading us to the climax which 
came today.” ; 

“What are you going to do about 
it?” Dr. Collins was questioned. He 
replied: ‘“‘We cannot do very much un- 
til we have the knowledge as to what 
pariiament is going to decide, If the 
decision of parliament is adverse to 
us, then we will take action, strong and 
determined, and fight the fight with 
our votes. 

“Will this mean that the G.W.V.A. 
will enter the political arena?” 

“We are being forced into it; forced 
into it by the govesnment we placed in 
power. Never at any previous time 
has it been our desire to form our- 
selves into a political machine, but now 
we are being driven to it. How it will 
come about, whether we will be poli- 
tical within or without, remains to be 
seen,” replied the G.W.V.A. president. 

It {is understood that a meeting of 
the Alberta provincial executive is to 
be held in Calgary on Sunday after- 
noon and that a definite plan of action 
concerning the returned men in Al- 
berta, will be outlined at this meeting.

lreach the impreasive total of more 
|than $3,500,000, Nothwithsianding re- 
cent remarks to the contrary It ts 
doubtful if big league baseball would 
‘have mounted to its imposing posi- 
tion without the aka of the world 
series. 
| The battle for the championship {s 
lthe logical climax for each season's 
jpennant races, and the fact that close 
jto two million spectators have paid 
jalmost three and 4 half million dol- 
larg to Witness such contests places 
jthe etamp of public approval on the 
|play beyond cavil, Since 1905. when 
\the ¢nutional commission ‘began its 
}supervision of the world series, four- 
teen have been played. 

During the gpast fourteen seasons 
the attendance totalled 1,915,494 and 
as 78 games were played in these 
leeries the average attendance has been 
very close to 25,000 per game, In 
the same period these spectators have 
paid in at the gate about $1.80 each 
for the privilege of watching the play, 
|the aggregate gate receipts for the

Club Owners Profit, 

Further delving into ‘the Ggures 
profited to a greater extent than the 
Bhows that the ‘club owners have 
players for the sums divided among 
the competing clubs and the leagues 
during the past fourteen years reaches 
the pleasing total gf $1,715,700, while 
the baseball warriors have collected 
|$1,370,200, The players represemted

An imposing array of barris- 
ters has been engared to conduct the 
defense, and the total cost will be in 
the neighborhood of $600 a day, If 
any of the men are sent to jail on any 
of the charges arising out of strike, 
it will only be after a legal battle 
that will shake the whole of Canada, 
the labor men say.

Delegates’ Impressions of the 
National Conference Held in 


Edmonton men who attended the National Conference on Char- 
acter Education in Winnipeg last week have furnished the following 
impressions of the conference, and their views of the effect that it will 
have on the future development of the youth of the west. The inter- 
views were secured by Alderman Matthew Esdale, who was the re-

presentative of the Edmonton city council at the conference :— 


Edward 8. Bishop, representing the 
Social Service League—The fact of 
the conference was itself full of signi- 


ficance. That so many hundreds of 
Canada's leading citizens, in many 
spheres, should take the time, and 


expense to travel to Winnipeg to con- 


sider such an idealistic project, as 
Character Education, was very im- 
pressive. In addition, many of the 


delegates had been sent to represent 
large and important organizations 
which were in fullest sympathy with 
the project. 

Its representative character gave 
it very great weight. avery pro- 
vince,, east and west, was splendidly 
represented. Six of the nine provinces 
had sent their ministers of education. 
Many provincial education depart- 
ments were represented by adiministr- 
ative officials and there were inspevi- 
ors, superintendents, principal, teach- 
ers and trustees of public and vepar- 
ate schools, in large numbers. The 
universities were also ably represent- 
ed in the presence of presidents and 
professors; state and denominational 
colleges aiso had sent delegates, be- 
sides denominatonal representatives of 


education. The churches were con- 
spicugisly represented. Archbishop 
Matheson attended the sessions 
throughout. Leaders of religious ed- 


ucation were there, ministers of every 
denomination, including Roman Cat- 
holic, were there in large numbers. 
Besides these the following organiza- 
tions in different sections of Canada 
éent their delegates: Rotary Clubs. 
Canadian Clubs, Women's Canadian 
Clubs, Kiwanis Clubs, "’rades and 
Labor Councils, United Farmers, Unit- 
ed Grain Growers, Local Councils of 
Women, W.C.T.U., W.1., YoM.C.A., Y. 


W.C.A., Social Service Councils, Boy 
Scouts, Child Welfare Agencies and 
others, all came together, inspired 


with a great vision of the place of 
character in moulding tne ciuzenship 
of tomorrow These delegates saw the 
possibility of prodtcing in Canada the 
moral, as well as the intellectual type 
of citizenship, such as will guarantee 
the realization of the highest pos- 
sibilities of National greatness and 
enable Canada to rise to the heights 
of national power and influence 
among the nations. 

The strength and aggreesfveness of 
delegates from the west wag unmis- 
takable, It gave a living illustration 
of the fact that the west has time to 
give serious thought, and take great 
interest in other affairs than wheat, 
stock, industry, real estate, and mat- 
erial development. 

The addresses were of an exceeding- 
ly high order. To single out any for 
special veference would be to show 
discrimination, while to include ail 
would be to unduly extend this 
article. Reference however, may ‘be 
made to the speakers from the United 
States whose addresses were highly in- 
spirational and helpful. Dr. Vindlay, 
commissioner of education for the 
etate of New York, Dr. Suzzallo, pre- 
sident of Washington State University, 
Dr. Soares of Chicago, and the inimit- 
able, Peter Wright, of England, but 
mention of these will not discount :n 
any degree the remarkable addresses 
given by Canadian jeaders which made 
a very strong impression of Canada's 
ability to mould her own destiny. 

As to results, they were partly dis- 
appointing to the ambitious aggres- 
sive, and clear visioned representa- 
tives of the west. Had the western 
spirit dominated, the conference 
would undeubtedly have committed 
{Itself to measures which would have 
given Canada a long stride forward 11 
the matter of moral progress; but 
it had to be realized that Canada must 
move forward as a whole and the 
restless, youthful clements, both eas 
and west would have to exercise pati- 
ence with the more conservative ele- 
ments.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—An Indication of 

the effect of the longshoremen‘s strike had| 
|} had on the port of New York, was shown 
} Jn the shipping records of the port, com- 
| piled up to noon today, disclosing that 
625 vessels, of which 640 are steamers, 
were tled up at pliers In Manhattan, Brook- 
lyn and Staten Island or were at anchor in| 
the harbor. This is said by the shipping 
men to be the largest number of vessels 
ever recorded as being In the port on a 
single day. Of the steamers, 63 are passen- 
fer vessels, amng them being some of the 
largest liners afloat. 
Practically every available dock is oc- 
cupled and many of the idle ships made 
fast to the plers are costing thelr owners 
or charterers sums ranging from $300 to} 
| $1,000 a day in dock rental. The dally}
